A SY.HTEM

Kr«lclit Train NenrC'ascndc. 


About half-past 4 o'plook yesterday 


ft terrible accident ocourrad about one 
mile thia side of Cascade, in a snow 
shed. 
Tho Overland express train 


moving west collided \vith nn eastern- 
botiud freight train. In an instant the 
four hngo engines — two pa each train 
— were piled one upon ths other, vmii: 
portion! of some of them protrudec 
through the roof. George Bnrt, en- 
gincei of the head engine, No. 70, was 
discovered lying on his neat dead, and 
nlmost entirely covered by the wreck. 
His fireman, John Wright, was taken 
from tho ruins very baclly scalded, and 
aoori afterwards conveyed to the Sum- 


mit, 
Dr.T. W. Waits, of Oregon, who 


was 011 board the train, doing all that 
he could to relieve him. John War- 
ren, engineer of No. 45, was taken 
from his engine shockingly scalded 
nad made as comfortable as was pos- 
sible. His fireman, Frank Maxwell, 
was discovered hanging out of the cab 
window, find on being released, it was 
nscertained that his right leg was ter- 
ribly crashed and mangled. Strong 
arias raised him tenderly and placed 
him in a comfortable position. His 
dufferings were ended by death abont 
twenty ininutea later. 
All of the 


passengers mhficulorisly escaped death 
or broken limbs. The real cause of 
tho accident has not yet come to light.
